In December of 1918, the Kadushin Printing 
Establishment was commissioned to produce some interim stamps using 
a very basic format - the 15k green stamp.

"The Steamship, ‘Admella', left Port Adelaide on Friday, August 5, 1859, 
bound for M elbourne carrying 82 passengers and a crew of 31. Included in 
the cargo werefour racehorses which wereto take part in the first M elbourne 
Cup. The story of the tragic loss of the ship is one of epic heroism mixed 
with almost unbelievable ill-luck which dogged the rescue attempts. Late 
on Friday afternoon, due to a heavy swell, a mishap occurred to one of the 
horses, soon after the 'Admella' had passed Cape Willoughby and the ship 
was brought around so that the frightened animal could be quietened. The 
change in course apparently caused some confusion because of the lack of 
landmark and the subsequent misreading of the compass. Around about 
4.30 on Saturday morning the ship ran onto Carpenter's Rocks, a sunken 
reef between Robe and Port M acDonnell."

M ajor General Robert Walter Dickson Leslie was born on 31 J anuary 1883 
in England and was educated at Hilton College and M ichaelhouse, N atal, 
South Africa. His grandfather was Rear Admiral F L Field CB, CMG, RN, 
3rd Sea Lord. H eunderwent his medical training in Dublin, Ireland qualifying 
in 1904. Two years later he entered theR oyal Army M edical Corps and held 
therank of Captain when World War | commenced. In the years from 1917 
to 1937 he rose from the rank of Brevet M ajor to M ajor General. For his 
World War | service, towards the end of which he was an Assistant Director 
of M edical Services (A.D.M .S.) in France, he was mentioned in despatches 
and appointed an OBE in the King's 1919 Birthday H onours list. 


In 1930 he was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel and appointed Deputy 
Assistant Director of M edical Services(D.A.D.M .S.) in India, a post he held 
until 1932. H ewas promoted to Colonel in 1934 and in 1936 was appointed 
D.D.M .S. in Palestine and Transjordania. Upon his return to the UK he was 
in command of the Queen Alexandra M ilitary Hospital, Millbank until 
1937. In that same year he was promoted to M ajor General and appointed 
D.D.M .S., Northern Command, York. On 28 M arch 1939 hewas appointed 
H onorary Physician to the King (LG 25/4/1939, p2751).

In 1941 he was appointed CB and retired from the Army. During his Army 
career, M aj Gen Leslie wrote several articles which were published in the 
Journal of the Royal Army M edical Corps. After he retired from the Army 
he received an appointment as a hospital officer in the Emergency M edical 
Service (E.M .S.) and from 1948 to 1954 was employed as a regional medical 
officer (NO.3 region) under the Ministry of Health. For his services to 
the E.M.S. he was appointed CBE (Civil Division) in the 1946 N ew Year 
H onours list. He was also a member of the Council of the British M edical 
Association from 1942 to 1948 serving on theN aval and M ilitary Committee 
of the Association from 1944 to 1948 and on the General M edical Council 
Committee (1946-8) and the Central M edical War Committee (1947-8). He 
died at his home at East Leake, near Loughborough, Leicestershire on 31 
January 1957 aged 74.

James Berry, stationer's assistant, born 1895 at Salford, Lancashire, England. 
James was awarded theM ilitary M edal for his part in the Battle of Bapaume 
on 25 March 1918. The 1/7th, part of the 125th Infantry Brigade, were in 
a position covering the southwest and south of Sapignies. The brigade was 
attacked at 6am but this was repulsed by the 1/5th Lancs. At 8am the whole 
brigade was subjected to a barrage, one hour and twenty minutes later the 
enemy again advanced. By 10.50am the enemy was attacking in full force 
at the centre of the 1/5th. 


The regimental history records as follows:- 'From early morning on this 
day the 1/7th on the brigade's right flank had a very gruelling time, fighting 
many ding dong battles on the ridge which runs south and south-west from 
Sapignes, and earning many honours under the able and inspiring leadership 
of Lieutenant Colonel G.S.Brewis DSO. ' 


Unfortunately James Berry did not live long enough to receive his M ilitary 
M edal as he was killed in action while in the line at Bucquoy, France on 3 
April 1918. H eis buried at Gommecourt British Cemetery N 0 2, H ebuterne, 
19km south west of Arras.

Uncle: Charles Higgins was born in 1854. H ewas thegrandson of Lt-Colonel 
Charles Thomas Higgins, H.E.I.C.S. 1785-1827, a prominent soldier. His 
father moved to Australia with his family in 1880 and settled in M elbourne. 
H eserved in the South Africa Wars 1877-79 with CapeM ounted Rifles. There 
isno record that he died in the war but hedid dieon the West Coast of Africa. 
His sister, the youngest member of the family was Catherine Emma, born 
in 1859 and she married Charles William Ironmonger of Wolverhampton 
in 1889.

In the book, Off to the Western Front, chapter 8 recounts that the 1st, 2nd and 3rd Australian Divisions together with a N ew Zealand Division were in the 
centre of an attacking line of 12 Divisions to capture the high ground at Broodseinde Ridge. Field M arshall Sir Douglas H aig was determined to capture the 
objective from enemy hands at almost any price. On the eve of the attack (3rd October) the Intelligence O fficer, Lieutenant Len Errey DSO, M C, and his men 
laid out the white marker tape on the ground. All the officers and N COs were taken over the first part of the marked route to ensure they were well prepared 
for the impending attack. All men were ready and waiting for the designated time of attack which was 6am. Unfortunately the Germans started shelling at 
the rear trenches at 5.30am. The men in forward positions had to remain silent so as not to alert the enemy of the impending attack but in the meantime the 
shelling took a heavy toll and one of those wounded and who subsequently died was the Intelligence Officer, Lieutenant Errey. 


Lieutenant L.G.P.Errey's brother, Edwin B.Errey, was mortally wounded at M ont St Quentin about 01Sep1918. Both brothers’ names are recorded on the 
Camperdown Presbyterian Church Honour Roll as well as at the Australian War M emorial, Canberra.

Gordon Clarence Corbould was born 10A pr1887 at Strawberry H ills, Surry 
H ills, Sydney, N SW; Enl.30Sep1908 in RN for 5 years; on 08Dec1910 asAble 
Seaman on HM S Challenger agreed to serve for a further 5 years from that 
date; heserved with RN serviceno.1090; heentered theRAN on17Decl1912 
for a period of 7 years under no.7297 with units, AN F (Australasian N aval 
Forces comprising Australians and N ew Zealanders who had joined the 
RN), RAN, AE1; prior to WW 1 Gordon went to England for higher ratings 
training and while there he joined the submarine service; posted at London 
Depot from 17D ec1912 to 27Feb1914 during the construction and trials of 
the Australian submarines; he returned to Australia when submarines AE1 
and AE2 sailed from the UK on 28 February 1914 and arrived in Sydney 
on 24 May 1914. 


W hen Gordon returned in M ay, one tribute stated that when he came home 
to his mother and sister he was 'a manly man, six feet tall, broadened out, 
and as handsome as ever, brace as a lion, and God-fearing, knowing that 
at any moment he might be called upon for real war.' Gordon had some 
illustrious forbears including a great uncle, Admiral Sir James Scott, whose 
services secured him the thanks of both H ouses of Parliament and at his 
death honourable burial at St Paul's Cathedral, London. His grandfather, 
Richard Chilton Corbould was an artist of Kensington and a great uncle, 
Edward Henry Corbould, was another artist of note whose painting 'Lady 
Godiva’ was placed in the Sydney Art Gallery. 
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Died in accidental loss of AE1 in St George's Channel, New Pomerania, 
Bismarck Archipelago, German N ew Guinea on 14Sep1914.

Submarine AE1 was the first of two E Class submarines built for the newly 
formed Royal Australian Navy and was commissioned at Portsmouth, 
England on 28 February 1914. She sailed from England to Australia with 
her sister ship AE2 and arrived at Sydney on 24 M ay 1914. She was crewed 
with a mixture of Australian RAN sailors and British RN on attachment, all 
under the command of British officers on loan to theRAN.When WW1 broke 
out AE1 and 2 joined with the Australian N aval and M ilitary Expeditionary 
Force assigned to capture the German Pacific colonies and both took part in 
the operations that led to the Australian occupation of German N ew Guinea 
when the German forces at Rabaul surrendered on 13 September 1914. 


The following day the destroyer H M AS Parramatta rendezvoused with AE1 
off H erbertshohe at 8.00am and exchanged signals before proceeding to Cape 
Gazelle. The ships arrived at about 9.00am and again had an exchange of 
signals with Parramatta advising AE1 that her orders were 'to search to the 
south'ard with submarine and anchor off H erbertshohe at 5.30pm’. 


Parramatta then proceeded independently in a southerly direction whileAE1 
advanced in a north-easterly direction. The weather was hazy and visibility 
was observed to be about 9 to 10 nautical miles, at times decreasing to 5 
miles. Parramatta reported that AE1 was obscured by thehazefor sometime, 
as was the nearest land. Because of these conditions, Parramatta's Captain, 
Lieutenant W.H .F.Warren, RAN, considered it advisable not to lose sight of 
the submarine for too long. 


At 12.30pm Parramatta turned to the north-west and by 2.30pm she was 
close to AE1 when the submarine asked by signal: 'W hat is the distance of 
visibility?’ Parramatta responded: 'About 5 miles’. At 3.20pm Parramatta 
lost sight of AE1 and despite heading to her last known location no sign of 
AE1 was found. Parramatta was operating under the assumption that AE1 
had returned to H erbertshohe. Parramatta later anchored off H erbertshohe at 
7.00pm but by 8.00pm the submarine had not returned and Parramatta and 
HM ASYarra wereordered to search for her. HM AS Sydney, also heading to 
the area was instructed to keep a lookout and later HM A Ships Encounter 
and Warrego also joined the search together with launches from Rabaul 
and H erbertshohe. No trace of AE1 was ever found, not even a shimmer of 
escaping oil on the water which would indicate some mishap. 


The loss of AE1 with her entire complement of 3 officers and 32 sailors was 
the RAN's first major loss of WWI and it marred an otherwise successful 
operation to seize the German possession in New Guinea and the South 
Pacific. It is not known what caused AE1 to disappear without trace. The 
area where she disappeared has many deep water areas and there is much 
volcanic activity throughout the region which has an affect on instruments 
used to locate wrecks and there are presumed to be many other wrecks in 
the region from WWII action. Despite several searches to locate her none 
have been successful. AE1 was finally recognised for her service with the 
retrospective award in 2010 of the battle honour 'Rabaul 1914’. 


The crew lost on AE1 comprised 3 officers of the Royal Navy, and the 
ratings included 16 other RN serving with RAN, 1 RN on loan to RAN 
and 15 RAN, the nationalities being 20 Great Britain, 14 Australian and 
1 N ew Zealand. 


There is a stained glass window at the naval chapel at Garden Island 
commemorating the W W1 loss of both AE1 and AE2. Thereisalso a floating 
structure to AE1 outside the Australian N ational M aritime M useum at 
Darling H arbour, Sydney.

H arold Clive Disher attended Scotch Collegein East M elbourneand Ormond 
College at the University of Melbourne (MB, BS, 1916; MD 1921). He 
rowed in Scotch College's head-of-the-river crews in 1910 and 1911 and 
was an exceptional oarsman. In 1919 he was Stroke in the AIF VIII No 
1 crew which won the King's Cup in the Allies Eight O ared Race at the 
Royal H enley Peace Regatta. The trophy was subsequently placed in the 
Australian War M useum. Later the Australian Rowing Association asked the 
M emorial for the cup as a Perpetual Trophy for the Australian Eight-O ared 
Championships however the M emorial refused. Eventually a petition signed 
by Captain H.C.Disher was sent to the King who instructed that it was his 
wish that the Cup should be used as a permanent trophy and be competed 
for annually in the Interstate Eight-oared Race of Australia. This is why the 
trophy bears an appropriate inscription regarding the presentation by the 
AIF No.1 Crew and the agreement of King George V. 


H arold Disher and Edward 'Weary' Dunlop were the first two Australian 
medical officers to arrive in Palestine. Disher had been the teacher of 
anaesthetics to 'Weary' Dunlop in M elbourne and he was now serving 
under his old teacher. After retiring from medicine Clive Disher lived at 
Strathfieldsaye, a sheep and cattle station in Gippsland. He inherited the 
property and remained there until his death in 1976. Childless, he donated the 
pastoral property to the University of M elbourne which in turn established 
the Strathfieldsaye Institute of Teaching and Research in Agriculture and 
Allied Sciences. A portrait painted after his death by Sir William Dargie 
is held by the M elbourne University Boat Club and some of his military 
documents, correspondence and miniature medals areheld by the University 
of M elbourne archives.

Soon after returning from WWI, Garnet Adcock purchased a farm in the 
Gosford district on the NSW Central Coast. This property included the 
historic Fagan's Cottage built in 1836-40. He intended to build a career in 
the perfume industry but soon turned his attention to the citrus industry. He 
erected a factory and started using citrus oil as a base for his perfumes but 
soon established a company called Fruit and Vegetable By-Products to utilise 
the fruit he was throwing away after extracting the juice for perfume. This 
company became J usfrute and just five years later he dropped the perfume 
part of his operations and became one of the first in the world to make an 
emulsion from the skin of citrus fruit to use as a flavour for soft drinks. The 
company was very successful but in 1965 it was taken over by Keith Harris 
& Co with Garnet's son, Van, appointed M anaging Director in 1972, a 
position heheld until his retirement in 1977. The factory was closed in 1982 
because of a lack of a good supply of fruit in the Gosford area. 
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Garnet Adcock was the second President of the Gosford RSL 1921-24. 
H e also qualified as a lawyer. He made an unsuccessful run for N SW State 
parliament in 1931 nominating for the seat of Hawksbury as a member 
of the Country Party. He wrote several books and articles, some of these 
books are, The Perfume Industry and its Possibilities in Australia by Capt. 
G.|.Adcock, 1920; How to Deal with M ilitary Offences (A.I.F. & A.M .F.) 
by Lieut-Colonel G.l.Andcock, V.D., 18th Battalion (The K urig-gai Regt), 
A.M.F., Barrister-at-Law, 1941; The Jusfrute Book by G.I.Adcock, 1949, 
A Textbook of Soft Drink M anufacture; Citrus in the Gosford District by 
Chemist G.l.Adcock, V.D., M.S.E., M anaging Director, J usfrute Ltd.

The Australian H ospital Ship Centaur, under ship's master Captain George 
A.M urray, was sailing to the South West Pacific Area of operations carrying 
12 nurses and 190 2/2 Field Amb plus 3 attached and one Red Cross 
representative. In the early hours of 14 M ay 1943 it was torpedoed by a 
Japanese submarine and sunk about thirty nautical miles off the southern 
tip of M oreton Island despite being appropriately lit and clearly marked as 
a hospital ship. Of the 332 peopleon board, both crew and passengers, only 
64 survived. The dead included 45 M erchant N avy personnel including the 
ship's master, 212 Australian Army medical and field ambulance officers and 
soldiers and 11 Army nurses. This was the greatest loss of life in Australian 
waters from a ship of the M erchant N avy.

Only one nurse, Sister Ellen Savage, survived and although injured herself, 
she was awarded the GeorgeM edal for the help she gave the other survivors, 
someof whom weresuffering from burns or were injured. Cpl A.J.Taylor was 
one of only 15 members of 2/12 Field Ambulance to survive. The survivors 
spent an agonising 35 hours on rafts or on debris floating on the water before 
being rescued by an American destroyer, USS M ugford, under the command 
of Lt-Commander H oward J.Corey USN.

The despicable act of attacking and sinking a hospital ship violated all the 
principles of common humanity and was declared a war crimein violation of 
the Geneva Convention of 1908. Thecommander of the] apanese submarine, 
Lt-Commander H ajime N akagawa was later tried for war crimes and was 
sentenced at the N agasaki war trials of 1948 to six years’ hard labour after 
pleading guilty to machine gunning survivors of a British merchant ship he 
sank in theIndian Ocean. H ewas never tried for the sinking of AH S Centaur 
because investigators, although they believed he was responsible, did not 
have sufficient evidence to make a case. Hajime N akagawa died in 1991 
and even after the wreck of the Centaur was found in 2009, the ] apanese 
Government refused to take responsibility for the sinking by claiming that 
circumstances surrounding the event remain unclear. However, a book, 
History of Submarine Warfare by aJapanese N avy Rear Admiral published 
in 1979, acknowledged that N akawaga was responsible. 


In 1950 Albert Taylor applied for the Pacific Star but his application was 
rejected because even though he was on board AHS Centaur and on the 
way to the SW PA the ship was sunk before reaching the qualifying area of 
operations.

Vladimiras (d. after 1398), the son of Algirdas, Grand Duke of Lithuania 
(1345-1377), was Grand Prince of Kiev from 1362 to 1394. Following 
the Battle of Blue Waters (1362), in which the Grand Duchy of Lithuania 
successfully pushed the Golden H ordefrom Ukraine, the Principality of Kiev 
fell permanently into the hands of the Grand Duchy of Lithuania. Shortly 
thereafter, Vladimiras was installed by his father in Kiev. M aintaining 
an independent rule, Vladimiras began minting his own coins. Initially, 
his coinage continued the earlier issues of the Golden Horde (perhaps an 
indication that the principality remained a tributary), but eventually replaced 
them with his own type. Upon the accession of Wladyslaw II J agiello as King 
of Poland in 1386, Vladimiras swore loyalty to him. Following the O strow 
Agreement, which ended the Lithuanian Civil War, the new Grand Duke of 
Lithuania, Vytautas removed Vladimiras as Prince, replacing him with his 
half-brother, Skirgaila. Vladimiras then received the Duchy of Sluckas. He 
was last mentioned in written sources in October 1398.

ANS Numismatic Studies 18 "The Randazzo Hoard 1980 and Sicilian 
Chronology in the Early Fifth Century B.C." illustrates similar examples (see 
p.17-9, 48). These coin dies are the first dies used at Rhegion for this type. 
Four tetradrachms of this city from these dies were present in the Randazzo 
H oard, and H erzfelder cites a further 19 others from this same pair of dies

After a considerable interval, Carthage resumed coining in Sicily around 
the mid-century, probably in response to the challenge of Timoleon. There 
are no legends which identify these coins as belonging to a mint or even 
to the ‘camp’, but are probably military issues and consequently are very 
rare in ancient coinage.

Undoubtably one of the most remarkable tetradrachms types ever issued, 
since it shows a successful blending of Greek and non-Greek elements. The 
general type itself is known for only three obverse and three reverse dies. Its 
place of mintage remains uncertain, though the Greek engraver was clearly 
an artist of the highest calibre. The legend only tells us that it was an issue of 
"people of the camp", a designation that is shared with many other Siculo- 
Punic issues. The iconography is of particular interest as the distinctive female 
head in an oriental tiara usually is taken to represent Dido the legendary 
queen and founder of Carthage (814 B.C.). Dido was also known as Elissa 
the daughter of a king Pygmalion of Tyre (825-813 B.C.), but the portrait 
is more likely to be of Tanit the great Punic goddess. The reverse shows a 
prowling lion before a palm tree which could possibly bea reference to the 
recruitment of large numbers of Libyans into the Carthaginian army as a 
move to counter the new threat posed by Agathocles of Syracuse. J enkins 
(SNR 56, p.26) makes the intriguing suggestion that when Carthage adopted 
a new aggressive policy under the leadership of H amilcar, son of Gisgon, 
these coins were possibly presentation pieces for that elite battalion of two 
thousand citizens which headed the armada. (Diodoros XIX , 106). H amilicar 
might also have had these coins struck for those Sicilian Greeks, who were 
mainly exiled Syracusans serving in his army.

The provenance of Count Torremuzza is interesting as related in this 
following account: J.W. Goethe "Italian Journey [1786-1788]" Penguin 
edn.1970 (p.244), notes for the day 12th April 1787 when visiting Palerno 
in Sicily that :

This was the largest struck bronze coin struck west of Egypt. It rarely 
appears for sale and almost all Known examples are worm examples similar 
to this piece. The issue was the result of a monetary reform after 200 B.C. 
following the total and shattering defeat in the Second Punic War. The era 
saw the introduction of two new bronze issues, one of about 20 grams and 
the other the much rarer multiple unit of about 100 grams. The heavier 
multiple unit comes with two reverses one with the horse standing (as in this 
example) and another with the horse stepping to the right. They were both 
struck concurrently and these from very few dies suggesting a relatively short 
period of time for its issue. The lighter 20 grams examples were found in 
worn condition in the destruction stratum of 146 B.C. at Carthage indicating 
that this lighter issue were minted earlier in the century and that they had 
fifty years of circulation.

At the end of the First Punic War in 246 B.C., Carthage found herself 
confronted with a dilemma. Large numbers of Greek, Italian and African 
mercenaries had been hired to pursuethe war with Rome, and now Carthage, 
defeated and bankrupt, had no money for the pay owed to them. Rebellion 
broke out in Sardinia and Africa. The latter situation became critical when 
one of the leaders, M atho, a native Libyan, inspired the native population 
to join the mercenaries against their Punic Carthaginian overlords. M ilitary 
unrest became a nationalist war of liberation. Coins were struck in thename 
of Libya and "M", which has been taken as either " machanat" - the Camp 
(of the mercenaries), or perhaps M atho, their leader. The first issues were 
apparently on overstruck Carthaginian silver shekels, but later issues are 
found on newly prepared flans, although the fineness of the silver seems 
to vary greatly. Hamilcar Barca, the great Carthaginian general, finally 
suppressed the revolt in 238 B.C.

THE R.G.KALDOR COLLECTION 


Robert G Kaldor. Born in Hungary in 1921, and migrating 
to M elbournein 1949, Robert G Kaldor was a professional 
numismatist who travelled frequently and widely through 
Europe, Asia and the Americas in the 1960s and 70s. He 
was both acollector and dealer of numismatic items ranging 
from ancients to modern, up until his death in 1981. His 
Chinese collection of coins was created during Mr Kaldor's 
many visits to Hong Kong, Singapore and other Asian 
countries during those years. He also added to his Chinese 
collection with purchases from various European auction 
houses and dealers. Mr Kaldor's collection remained 
intact within the family until the late 2000s and has been 
progressively auctioned through Noble Numismatics in 
Australia commencing in 2008, and Hess Divo, Zurich, 
Switzerland commencing in 2010. He was an Overseas 
Fellow of the Royal Numismatic Society from 1970 and 
maintained his membership of the N umismatic Association 
of Victoria where he was resident.

Thomas Paterson H anna was born and educated in Palmerston N orth and 
commenced his career with the Bank of Australasia, where he worked both 
in New Zealand and Australia. 


In 1934, he joined the Reserve Bank of N ew Zealand, and was responsible 
for setting up the Chief Cashier's Department. The main functions of the 
Chief Cashier's Department were the provision of banking services for the 
Government, acting as banker to the trading banks and management of the 
currency operations of the Bank. On theintroduction of exchange control in 
1938, he directed its integration into the Chief Cashier's Department. 


Mr Hanna's signature appeared on the first permanent issue of Reserve 
Bank notes in 1940, which replaced the temporary issue of 1934 bearing 
the signature of L.Lefeaux.

At this 
time Australia was in the grip of a recession with major deficit problems, 
rising unemployment, a major wage breakout, massive interest rates (standard 
home loan variable rate 13.5% ) and inflation over ten percent. 


It was in this climate that this large value Treasury Bill was issued and it is 
also probably the reason that the date of issue was moved forward from M ay 
to M arch, also probably so the Commonwealth could meet its commitment 
to the States.
